Section 6 makes them land agents, 
stockbrokers or anything else they 
wish, Read this section (section 6.) 

Section 8 authorizes them to adopt a 
code of byelaws, whica shall bind all 


the stockholders other  per- 
sons concerned, and they may 
adopt only so much of the 


laws of 1871-'72 as they may deem ex- 
pedient, and upon filing the same in the 
Secretary’s office, the Company shall be 
bound only to that extent, not by the 
law referred to, but only so much as 
they may deem expedient to take. (See 
section 8.) 

Section 12. This section authorizes 
them to organize upon the passage of 
this bill to elect all the officers and that 
grand Executive Committe before a 
dollar of stock is subscribed or a cent 
paid in. This section should be care- 
fully read. 

Section 13 allows them to maintain a 
road from Beautort Harbor to Salisbury 
for fifty years. -Would not this drive 
out of existence the present Newbern 
road ? Can they not run it to any point 
they choose, provided they make a 
branch to Saiisbury ; and may pot that 
branch be the present North Carolina 
Railroad ? 

Section 14 looks to me like the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. This 
section enables them to buy the Western 
North Carolina Railroad. 

Section 15th makes the charter irre- 
vocable. Under the constitution no al- 
terations can be made. Their main 
lines and branches, although they may 
include roads now in existence, are to be 
exempt from taxation for 999 years. 
MONSTROUS, 

Section 16th exempts from taxation 
the household furniture and effeets of 
the officers, and others connected with 
the Company. The State will not be 
able to levy any tax upon any personal 
property belonging to persons connected 
with the Company. Can any Legislature 
grant such privileges to any set of per- 
sons even be they toreigners. 

Scction 19th allows them to muke 
tariffs to suit themselves, and charge 
what they please. They can lease or buy 
any and all the roads and monopolize 
all steam and ferryboats in the State-— 
one grand monopoly to swallow up 
everything that North Carolina has, It 
should be called the “ Credit Mobilier ” 
of North Carolina,instead of the Midland 
Railway Company. They expect to gull 
the Legislature with their black, blue, 
red and yellow share certificates, and in 
addition to the terms granted in this 
bill, specially it is to have all the powers 
granted to the North Carolina, Raleigh 
and Gaston and Wilmington and Wel- 
don Railroad Companies, and they are 
only to adopt so much of said charters 
as may be to their interest. There never

There was an animated debate in the 
Senate yesterday on the bill introduced , 
by Scnator Allen, granting amnesty and 
pardon for all offenses committed by the 
members of the various secret socicties 
of both political parties in this State, 
prior to September the first, 1871. 
~ The bili, which will be found in oar 
local columns this morning, proposes to 
dismiss ail prosecutions against indi- 
viduals forany offenses of which they 

may be guilty as members of the tollow- 
associations : 

Heroes of America, Loyal Union 
Leagues, Red Strings, Constitutional 
Union Guards, White Brotherhood, fn 
visible Empire, Ku Klux Klan, North 
Carolina State Troops, North Carolina 
Militia, Jay Hawkers, or any other se- 
cret political associations. 

~“Some of these societies were composed 
of Republicans and others of Conscrva- 
tives. 

{In the debate yesterday, the Radical 
members objected to putting the Union 


Leagues, which they contendel were 
loyal organizations, alongside Ku Klux 


Klans and the like, which were disloyal. 
We can see no force in the objection. 
For admitting for the sake of argument 
that the Loyal Leagues are “in accord 
with the Government,” it does not fol- 
lew that the members thereof have not 
committed offenses and crimes while 
obeying the orders of the Leagues. 
This is not a party measure, but ap- 
peals to the better instincts of members 
of both parties. It is an act of humanity, 


ae ich it is believed will have a salutary 


effect in promoting kind feelings, and 
banishing hatred and animosities be- 
tween individuals in various countics in 
the State, who have been at deep en- 
mity tor several years. 

If the Republicans in the Legislature 
are sincere in their advocacy of the 
principles of general amnesty, we co 
not see how they can voteagainst it. If 
they wish to exempt Union League 
effenders from the operation of the bill, 
we presume there would no objection 
from the Conservative side, but the bill 
ought to pass unanimously as itis.

He acquired a high reputa 
tion as a profound jurist, was one of 
the counsel of Queen Caroline at her 
trial, and probably furnished the law 
of that celebrated case, as Lord Brough- 
ham eave to it a talent for sarcasm and 
invective never surpassed. Dr. Lush- 
ington has been a Judge of several 
of the courts of Great Britain, and a 
Privy Councillor. In 1838 he held 
five or six different appointments at one 
time.

The Board has taken such 
places as seemed best fitted for hospitals, 
because its members prefer “to have a 
foe, or even fifty, in sight, to havin 
& suspected one in ambush. 
Efficient health officers and “vaccina- 
tors” have been appointed. The Board 
acknowledges the aid of the press, and 
insists upon a frank and open acknow- 
ledgement of the condition of affairs, 
and asks the co-operation of the public 
in its labors. Three hospitals have al- 
ready been erected. The weekly death 
rate has steadily decreased from sixty 
nine to forty, and the Board confidently 
looks forward to its more rapid decrease 
in the future. That is the way Boston 
has taken hold of the matter.
